BY  ADULT  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE 


Sessions  Open  Nov.  10 
With  Social  Problems 
Major  Theme 

On  Monday  evening,  November  10th, 
the  Committee  on  Adult  Education  inaugu¬ 
rates  its  sixth  year  of  classes,  seminars  and 
major  lecture  course.  Stimulating  as  has 
been  the  program  of  the  Committee  in 
the  past,  this  year’s  projects  give  promise 
of  excelling  those  which  have  gone  before. 

Major  Lecture  Course 

The  major  lecture  course  which  is  to 
be  given  by  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  be  de¬ 
voted  to  the  timely  and  exciting  theme, 
“Current  Social  Problems  in  the  Light  of 
the  Jewish  Tradition.”  Rabbi  Steinberg 
will  discuss  six  of  the  critical  issues  facing 
mankind  at  the  present  time  He  will 
analyze  the  diverse  philosophies  which  bear 
on  them,  and  from  Jewish  sources  he  will 
indicate  where  our  tradition  stands  in  con¬ 
nection  with  each.  4'his  course  is  planned 
to  be  highly  informative  but  also  to  give 
Jewish  directive  to  our  thinking,  feeling 
and  acting  in  the  tangled  problems  of  our 
time. 

Auxiliary  Courses 

The  full  schedule  of  auxiliary  courses 
is  also  offered.  There  will  be  classes  in 
Hebrew,  elementary  and  intermediate  Rabbi 
Zimet  will  conduct  a  seminar  on  “What 
Is  in  the  Prayer  Book.”  Cantor  Putterman 
will  meet  regularly  with  the  Choral  Group. 
Rabbi  Steinberg  will  continue  the  seminar 
on  “The  Problems  of  the  Religious  Life” 
which  was  offered  last  year. 

Change  of  Schedule 

In  order  to  intensify  the  carry-over  from 
one  meeting  to  another,  the  Committee  on 
Adult  Education  has  adopted  a  new  sched¬ 
ule  of  class  meetings.  As  in  the  past  all 
classes  and  courses  will  be  offered  on 
Monday  evenings,  but  instead  of  the  fort¬ 
nightly  interval  between  meetings  which 
has  prevailed,  the  classes  will  meet  on 
six  continuous  evenings  from  November 
10th  through  December  15th.  As  in  the 
past  each  class  night  will  close  with  a 
social  period  and  the  serving  of 
refreshments. 

Extension  Activities 

The  Committee  plans  to  maintain  the 
precedent  set  in  former  years  of  utilizing 
its  tuition  fees  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
to  the  pulpit  of  the  congregation  on  Fri¬ 
day  evenings  distinguished  lecturers  who 
are  by  background,  training  and  personal 
talent,  especially  equipped  to  discuss  those 
problems  of  social,  religious  and  moral 
import  which  loom  ahead  at  any  given 
time  in  the  minds  of  the  congregants. 


Registration  and  Fees 

Registration  for  the  major  course  is  $2 
for  members  of  the  congregation,  $3  for 
non-members;  for  the  auxiliary  courses  $1 
per  person  Registration  in  the  major 
course  is  a  prerequisite  for  all  the  aux¬ 
iliary  courses  except  the  Choral  Group.

Hebrew  Classes  for  Women 

A  new  departure  is  being  made  in  con¬ 
nection  with  instruction  to  adults  in  He¬ 
brew.  Recognizing  that  in  the  main  it  is 
women  whose  Hebrew  instruction  has  been 
neglected  and  that  many  women  in  our 
congregation  are  unable  to  read  the  He¬ 
brew  tongue  and  to  follow  worship  prop¬ 
erly,  the  Committee  on  Adult  Education  in 
cooperation  with  the  Sisterhood  is  planning 
special  classes  for  women  to  meet  on  some 
week-day  morning  Hours  and  days  of 
these  meetings  will  be  announced 
subsequently. 

Mid-Winter  Institute 

On  four  Monday  evenings  from  January 
19th  through  February  9th  the  Committee 
on  Adult  Education  is  presenting  to  the 
congregation  a  special  institute  on  “The 
Aesthetics  of  Jewish  Living.”  Lectures  will 
be  presented  on  the  various  aspects  of 
artistic  expression  in  Judaism.  In  each 
case  a  distinguished  lecturer,  an  authority 
in  the  Held  under  discussion,  will  present 
the  topic. 

On  January  19th  Dr.  Meyer  Schapiro, 
Professor  of  Art  and  Archeology  at 
Columbia  University,  will  speak  on 
“Modern  Jewish  Art”  and  illustrate  his 
presentation  with  slides.  On  January  26th 
Miss  Rachel  Wischnitzer,  internationally 
renowned  authority  on  Jewish  artifacts  of 
the  past,  will  speak  on  “Jewish  Art,  An¬ 
cient  and  Medieval.”  Her  lecture  too  will 
be  illustrated  with  slides.  On  February 
2nd  Cantor  David  J.  Putterman  and  Mrs. 
Judith  Eisenstein  will  discuss  “Jewish 
Music”  —  the  former  the  music  of  the 
synagogue,  the  latter  folk  song.  On  Feb¬ 
ruary  9th  an  interpretative  presentation  of 
the  Jewish  folk  dance  will  be  made  by 
Miss  Corinne  Chochem  and  her  dance 
group. 

This  institute  on  “The  Aesthetics  of 
Jewish  Living”  is  being  conducted  as  a 
distinct  unit  course.  Those  who  register 
for  the  fall  semester  will  be  entitled  to 
free  admission  to  the  institute.  For  all 
others  there  will  be  a  fee  of  $1  for  the 
series.
